A nother duck fallacy th a t still re­ 
ceives credit am ong m any is th a t ducks 
m u st have sufficient w ater in which to 
. swim. 
O ut of a flock of thirty-six 
I raised last sum m er the entire 
wa- 
I ter supply w as furnished in flat th.ee 
gallon jars. Only one w as lost out of 
the flock, and the one death w as caused 
by acc id en t 
A nother cause of the unpopularity of 
tracks is the m istake th a t is made in 
hatching them too early and hold ug 
the ducks for w eeks or m onths after 
they have arrived a t m arketing age so 
as to get the ad v an tag e of better prices 
during the holidays. 
F o r the green roaster age, ten or 
tw elve weeks will be sufficient tim e to 
m a tu re them . 
In the sum m er, w hen m y flock of 
thirty-six ducks w ere getting all the 
green feed they could eat, they con­ 
sum ed only fifteen pounds of feed a 
day, whidh w as all they could clean up. 
The m ash 
was com posed of tw o 
pounds w heat bran, one and one-half 
pounds middlings, one an d one-half 
pounds corn and oat chop and one and 
one-half pounds of coarse, sifted sand 
mixed w ith w ater and skimmilk. This 
w as fe<l them from the fifth day until 
* R u n ty . For the first five days bread 
squeezed out of milk, liberally sprin­ 
kled w ith sand, w as their diet. 
W hen confined, ducks should have all 
of the green feed they will consume. 
W hen young I feed onion tops, lettuce, 
clover and grass chopped 
ie. 
Unless the ducks can ha~b free range 
they require beef scrap or other form 
of anim al food a t the rate of 8 to 
IO per cent of the m ash fed. 
It is an 
uneconom ical practice to feed ducks 
unground grain, and for young ducks 
It is dangerous as well. 
It is im portant to have the m ash fed 
moist, b u t not sloppy. Not long ago I 
lost a valuable Buff Orpington duck by 
allowing it to e at the m ash dry w ith ­ 
out m oistening. It choked to death. 


Poultry on the Farm. 
On the general run of farm s it would 
not be advisable, nor would it be as 
profitable, to keep the poultry in pens 
as to let them have free range. There 
is such a large q uantity of good fecni 
lying around every farm th a t it would 
pay to keep chickens ju st to pick up 
this w aste feed. 
So a flock on free 
range is alm ost im perative on m ost 
farm s. 
But the custom of using the 
eggs for hatching from the prom iscu­ 
ous flock is not a good one. A t least 
one pen of chickens should lie kept 
a p a rt for breeding purposes. A dozen 
or fifteen of the best hens should be? 
selectee!, w ith the best m ale obtain­ 
able. and kept in a yard ap art from the 
general flock.

REARING CHICKS WITH HENS 


Fowls Should Be Confined to Slightly 
Darkened Nests at Hatching Time 
and Not Disturbed. 


Sitting hens do best when confined 
to slightly darkened nests at hatching 
tim e and not disturbed unless they 
step on or pick their chickens when 
hatching. In the latter case the chick­ 
ens may be rem oved as soon as dry, in 
a basket lined with flannel or some 
other worm m aterial, and kept near a 
fire until all the eggs are hatched 
In 
place of this the eggs m ay be removed 
and placed under a quieter hen whose 
^ggs are hatching at the sam e time. 
Ar. incubator m ay also be used to 
Irnep the earliest hatched chickens 
warm in case they are removed from

CHINESE PRINTING. 


Queer Old Ancient Methods Ar® Stilt 
Used by Many Natives. 
Chinese hold that the art of printing 
was discovered in China about fifty 
years before the Christian era. Until 
the discovery of the art of paper mak­ 
ing, A. D. 95, they printed on silk or 
cloth cut in the form of leaves. The 
method employed to this day by many 
native Chinese printers is substantially 
as follows; 
No printing press is used. The deli­ 
cate nature of the Chinese paper will 
not admit of it. When the blocks an1? 
engraved, the paper is cut and the ink; 
is ready one man with his brush prints 
a large number of sheets in a day.* 
The block to be printed must be placed1 
perfectly level and secured firmly. Thef 
printer has two brushes, one of them! 
stiffer than the other, which he can1 
hold in his hand and use at either end.^ 
He dips it into the ink and rubs the 
block with it, taking care not to moisten 
it too much or leave it too dry. lf it 
were wetted too much the characters 
would he blurred; if too little they 
would not print 
When once the block is got into the 
proper condition he can print three or 
four impressions without dipping the 
brush Into the ink again. 
The second brush is used to rub over 
the paper with a small degree of pres­ 
sure that it may take the impression. 
This It does easily, for, not being sized 
with alum, it receives the ink the in­ 
stant it comes in contact with it 
It is only necessary that tho brush 
should be passed over every part of 
the sheet with a greater or smaller de­ 
gree of pressure and repeated in pro­ 
portion as the printer finds there Is 
more or less ink upon the block.—Los 
Angeles Times.

Any one who has ever held a bat In 
hand and assumed the expectant; atti­ 
tude of the batter knows the peculiar 
thrill which is explained only by re­ 
calling that his distant ancestors in 
just that attitude beat down with a 
real club many an opposing foe, wheth­ 
er man or beast, and those w ho held 
clubs in this position and struck hard 
quickly survived and transmitted this 
instinct. 
The awkward throw of girls, like the 
left arm throw of boys, is widely 
known. The plays of girls reveal their 
own set of instincts recalling the hab­ 
its of primitive.

Rome, Italy, April 13.—For the first 
time in the history of modern Rome 
there are enough houses in the city to 
accommodate its population. 
Accord­ 
ing to recent municipal statistics, the 
city has almost a room for each of 
it* 600,000 inhabitants. In the twelve- 
year period cited, the population has 
increased 106,500, the number of new 
rooms 91,887 and at a total building 
cost of $12,000,000. 
Tin- solution of the housing prob­ 
lem of Rome has bet*lf closely studied 
by American cities through their own 
experts 
and 
through United States 
consular reports because 
here 
new, 
cleaner and roomier dwellings have 
not meant an increase but a decrease 
in rents for poor people. 
The problem in Rome has offered 
peculiar difficulties, partly because 
Rome has been at times 
the 
most 
populous and at other times the least 
populous of the cities of the world. 
In its most populous days, when its 
inhabitants have been variously esti­ 
mated at from one to three million, 
it solved its housing problem by the 
invention of the skyscraper of nine 
stories. When the temporal power of 
the papacy ended in 1870, Rome had 
a population of 200,000, living in an­ 
cient, 
damp 
and 
unhealthy 
stone 
houses, and since that date 
it 
has 
been struggling to provide room for 
its yearly increasing population, com­ 
ing in part from foreign countries, but 
principally from its own provinces. 
The two citizens who 
have 
been 
most prominently identified with the 
solution of the problem are former 
Mayor Nathan and 
former 
Premier 
Luigi Luzatti. 
The method 
of 
the 
latter was to raise city taxes on old 
houses and to let new ones go free 
of taxes for a given period. 
Mayor 
an ext re tax of 3 per - 
on land on which the owners refused 
to build. 
He also secured the adop­ 
tion 
of 
ordinances 
providing 
low 
taxes for dwellings occupying but one- 
fourth of the building plot and the 
rent of an apartment of which did not 
exceed $20 a month. 
Other parts of 
the scheme involved the preservation 
of ancient Rome as public monuments 
and parks, inducing the poor popula­ 
tion to leave the old buildings for the 
higher, healthy sections outside the 
ancient and medieval sites. 
The result of these measures has 
been the building 
up 
of the over 
Tiber section known as Prati and the 
high quarter above the ancient city, 
which really lies in the 
Tiber bot­ 
toms, known as tile Alta Roma, out­ 
side of Portia 
Ria, 
and generally 
surrounding the 
central 
station of 
the state railway. In these quarters 
may be seen blocks of model apart 
ment houses that are not unlike in 
aspect those in the newly built up­ 
town sections of New York city, the 
suburbs of Chicago, Kansas City or 
Cincinnati. With the improvement of 
tile street car communications 
the 
poorer people are gradually moving 
outside the ancient walls and build­ 
ing little homes 
on 
the Campagna 
Romano, which 
thirty 
years 
ago 
was a bandit infested desert, filled 
with the ruins of ancient Rome. 
Meanwhile ancient 
and medieval 
Rome is being cleaned up and beau­ 
tified. 
While 
many 
of the famous 
palaces are still 
inhabited 
by 
the 
owning princes, they are slowly aban­ 
doning their 
subletting 
parts for 
business offices 
and 
living apart­ 
ments, 
themselves 
building 
new 
palaces ad villas on 
the Janiculum, 
the Via Nomentana and elsewhere. 
The efforts of the 
Italian govern­ 
ment to give employment to laborers 
whom the war has 
thrown 
out of 
their regular positions has in some 
instances stimulated 
work on new 
public buildings, and when the war 
is over it is expected that the ambi­ 
tious project of tearing down some 
of the squalid 
dwellings 
near 
the 
vatican will be put 
into execution 
and new streets laid forming a pro­ 
per vista to St. Peters.

slight winds and air currents, and was 
so able to glide upon what might be 
called atmospheric slopes. 
As the albatross sailed alongside the 
ship, about fifteen feet away, the natu­ 
ralist snapped his camera at it and ob­ 
tained a photograph that astonished 
him and his fellow passengers.

Soy Beans Instead of Late Oats. 


Probably about IO j>er cent of the 


oats were not seeded before the rains. 
Early oats are poor enough in this 
county, but late ones are even worse. 
Much of this land is too thin to make 
prolitable corn. 
If the soy bean were 
used on these fields much more i>rofit 
would be returned than from either 
oats or corn. 
It may require a little 
more work to get the soil in shape 
than for oats, but the oats would have 
to be cut w hen corn is needing i>low- 
ing and beans will not be cut until 
fall. 
In fact, they need not be cut 
at all. 
The following 
shows 
what 
gains have been made. 
W hat Are the Soys Good For? 
It would be easier to tell what they 
are not good for. 
T hat could be an­ 
swered in one word, “chinch bugs.” 
It would take considerable room to 
tell w hat they are good for. 
There 
is no better laying feed for hens than 
soy beans. 
They are equal to skim 
milk as a feed for sows 
and 
pigs. 
They are far better than 
bran 
for 
cows and better than oats for horses 
and colts. 
Recently they have begun 
to make them into food for man. 
When to Plant. 
Any time up to May 15 is sufficient­ 
ly early to plant and they 
may 
be 
planted as late as June IO. 
How to Plant. 
They may be planted in one of sev­ 
eral ways. 
lf you have a wheat drill 
stop uj) three holes and leave one. 
This puts them in rows 
32 
inches 
apart, which is about the right dis­ 
tance. 
If you have no w heat drill 
put the seed in just one side of the 
corn 
planter 
and 
m ake 
the 
rows 
about 32 inches apart. 
A one-horse 
corn drill will plant them all right. 
A half bushel of seed 
should 
be 
planted on an acre. 
That means the 
seed much be about two inches apart 
in the row. 
Hogging Ripe Soy Beans. 
Isaac A. Smith, of H untington coun­ 
ty, Ind., grew six and a half acres of 
soy 
beans, 
which were hogged off. 
The hogs were turned on the field 
about 70 days. 
Smith 
weighed 
his 
hogs on and off the field and also the 
corn fed to them during that time. 
The amount of corn fed per acre of 
beans 
hogged 
off was 27.5 bushels. 
The gain in live weight averaged S23 
pounds an acre. 
lf the 27.5 bushels of corn had been 
fed alone to hogs in dry lot it would 
have produced about 275 pounds of 
pork, or ten pounds to a bushel of 
corn. 
But we will be liberal and al­ 
low 12 pounds of gain to it bushel of 
corn, which would give a total gain of 
330 pounds from corn and leave a net 
return of 493 pounds of pork to an 
acre of beans. 
If pork is valued at 
7 cents a pound the return per acre 
would be $34.51. 
This is not a bad 
return for a leguminous crop that is 
grown partly for the purpose of im­ 
proving the soil. 
One of the big advantages of utiliz­ 
ing the crop in this way is that about 
75 per cent of the total fertilizing

value of the crop is left on the land. 
The possibility of getting a fair re­ 
turn per acre by hogging off and im­ 
proving the soil at the 
same 
time 
makes this method especially attrac­ 
tive. 
Varieties of Soys. 
It is best to use only the seed pro­ 
ducing varieties. 
The other varieties 
make only hay and 
become 
rather 
woody. 
The seed of the hay produc­ 
ing varieties are generally large and 
those of the seeding kind small. 
The 
large ones grow in the south and do 
not have time to m ature here. 
This 
m akes them much easier to handle 
at harvest than cow peas. 
If you have any idea 
of 
needing 
this kind of seed you should buy it 
now. 
At the present time 
I 
know 
where 
several 
hundred 
bushels 
of 
seeding varieties may be had, but I 
don’t know how long they will last. 
I 
Several things were demonstrated 
by those who have grown soy beans 
in this county the last few years. One 
thing was that they will make pro­ 
fitable yields when sowed for grain. 
Yields ranging from IO to 28 bushels 
on land medium to thin. 
They were 
sowed in rows about 32 inches apart 
and cultivated. 
They 
were 
readilv 


threshed with the ordinary threshing 
machine. 
The hay was found to be 
as rich as alfalfa and the seed as rich 
as Oil meal. 
They were found to be 
more drought resistant than any plant 
common to this country, thus being 
as nearly a sure crop as we can grow. 
Soy Beans in Corn. 
They were found 
to 
greatly im­ 
prove the silage when planted In the 
hill with the corn. They w ere found 
to increase the yield of silage and 
not decrease the yield of grain. They 
were foud to make the corn go furth­ 
er when it was hogged down. Even 
when the corn vras gathered in the 
usual way the soy beans proved pro­ 
fitable as the stock hogs could then 
he turned in and would clean up the 
beans. They were found not to run 
up on the corn and entagle it like, 
cow peas, but to grow 
ujk 
in bush 
fashion about waist high. T he grain 
growing varieties, like the Mongol, 
Auburn and Mikado were found to 
be more desirable for the oorn than 
the M ammoth Yellow, as the latter 
produced practically no seed. It is a 
southern grown bean and was found 
not to be so well adapted to our cli­ 
mate as the seeding varieties from 
seed produced in this latitude. 
I was found that when these beans 
were put in the hill with corn and 
pastured out in the fall w ith lambs 
that an average profit 
of 
$1.60 per 
lamb, or $6.10 j>or acre, resulted with 
the loss of only one-half bushel of 
corn j>er acre. 
It 
was 
found that 
with the current price 
of 
beans it 
costs only 25 to 30 cents per acre 
to plant them in the corn, and that 
attachm ents 
can 
be 
obtained 
for 
practically any planter 
so th at they 
can be planted at the time the corn 
is planted. 
Soy Beans. 
Often the question is asked, which 
is the best to plant, cow peas or soy 
beans? 
It 
depends 
upon w hat is 
wanted. If there is no tim e for cul- 
ti vat ion and only hay is desired the 
cow pea is most valuable. If there is S 


I little time for cultivation and grain 
is desired the 
bean 
is 
preferable. 
They are somewhat like two aelds of 
corn—one making ten tons of rough­ 
ness and five bushels 
of 
corn per 
grain per acre and the o th er making 
three tons of roughness and lo to 20 
bushel? of grain 
Which 
Lad you 
rather have? 
New Uses of Soy Beans. 
The European war has developed 
so many uses for soy beans th at they 
are rivaling corn in 
their 
useful­ 
ness. It is only a m atter 
of 
a few 
years until fields of beans will be as 
common as fields of w heat are now. 
For a long time their oil has been 
used in painting and in making food 
products. 
The 
resulting 
meal has 
been used for both stock feed and 
fertilizer. 
Recently a substitute for 
rubber, for meat, have 
been 
made 
from them. Until quite recently all 
efforts to use them 
as 
meal have 
failed on account of its bitter, oily 
taste. The following extracts 
from 
the Literary Digest about this work 
of Frau Hedwig Heyl, the “Hinden- 
berg of the kitchen,** is very inter­ 
esting to the soy bean grower: 
When the correspondent called on 
Frau 
Heyl 
in 
her 
“laboratory, 
meaning her kitchen, she was engag­ 
ed in experimenting with 
the baf­ 
fling soy bean. She is convinced th a t 
there must be some way by which its 
essentially 
nutritious 
components 
can be converted 
into 
a palatable 
food product. 
Until recently it has 
been impossible to eliminate the bit 
tor, oily taste, and the residue of the 
bean after the oil which supplies its 
chief commercial value had been ex­ 
tracted, was used for fodder. 
Now 
there are mills in Germany, the larg 
cst of which is at Hamburg, where 
an exceedingly fine powdery flour is 
milled, 
known 
as 
“aguma 
flour, 
from which all disagreeable 
proper­ 
ties have been successfully removed. 
Facing an unavoidable 
shortage of 
m eat in Germany, Frau Hey! is expe- 
rom enting with the object of m ak­ 
ing the soy bean, or the flour from it, 
a substitute for this staple. 
“Its chief value as a food product 
lies in the large ixercentage of albu­ 
men it contains,” she said. “One hun­ 
dred grains of soy flour contains as 
much albumen as 200 grams of meat. 
Not only that, but 
it 
is extrem ely 
satisfying, a little of it goes a long 
way, ?o that it will form a cheap as 
well as a nutritious article ot food. 
Making allowance 
for 
the 
double 
amount of albumen contained in soy, 
the result will be (hat the latter a r­ 
ticle costs just one-sixth as much as 
meat.**

Reading in the Democrat of an in­ 


cident

life of Alexander H. 


Stephens reminded me of another, of

These men differed greatly in phy­ 
sical stature, and in several other per­ 
sonal characteristics, but in mental 
breadth and grasp

Stephens 
is 
discussed, attention is 
called 
to his 
small body. 
On the 
other hand, Hill was tall and large— 
somewhat of the Scotch build. 
Each 
was a genuine “southern gentleman,” 
which said, means they approached 
the ideal of courage, dignity, courtesy 
and affability. 
From a time before 
the civil war these two men wielded 
a tremendous influence upon the so-; 
cial and political life—state and na-; 
tional—of the “Empire state of the 
south.” 
Before the war they were 
antagonists in every 
political 
cam ­ 
paign—Stephens a democrat and Hill 
a whig or “American”—and thereon 
hangs the tale I wish to tell. 
In a heated controversy in a state 
campaign some utterance of Hill seri­ 
ously offended Stephens and after the 
election he sent his second to Hill 
with a challenge to the “field of hon­ 
or.” 
To this challenge Hill made re­ 
sponse: 
“If my religion (he was a 
Methodist) did not prevent me from , 
fighting, my sense of honor would, j 
I have no grievance against you, but 
if you still harbor one against me, I 
suggest that you chalk on your car­ 
riage house door the figure of a man 
about my size and shoot at it till you 
are satisfied.” 
Think of the amount of courage re­ 
quired to send such a message, when 
the “code duello” 
held 
tremendous 
sway over the minds and sense of 
honor of these people! 
But not a whit 
more of courage did it require in Hill 
than it required for Stephens to meet 
the reply as he did. 
He publicly con­ 
fessed that the sending of a challenge 
w'as a mistake, and publicly apologized 
to Hill for sending it. 
The incident illustrate 
big soul may dwell in a 
bodv.”—R. D. S.

Columbia, Missouri, April 13.—Ex­ 


perim ents conducted by the Missouri 
C ollege of Agriculture of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri show forage crops 
are the best feed to use if a cheapen­ 
ing of the cost of pork production is 
sought. 
A bulletin issued 
by 
the 
college says: 
“The Missouri station experiments 
show that the five pounds of grain 
required to produce a pound of pork 
in dry lots, may be reduced to three 
pounds if the hogs are running on 
I alfalfa, rape, clover, sorghum or blue 
! grass. The average return per bushel 
of corn fed was 86 cents a bushel in 
case of dry lot feeding as compared 
with $1.10 when the hogs were run­ 
ning on pasture. 
“Among the forage crops tested for 
pork production, alfalfa stands at the 
top, because its long growing season 
enables it to furnish early 
and 
late 
pasture, because it is drought-resist­ 
ing, and because its high protein con­ 
tents m akes it especially good for 
balancing the corn 
in 
the 
ration. 
Clover ranks next to alfalfa and fits 
into corn-belt rations much better.’’

The Oklahoma National Guard will 
have a Mar strength of approximately 
twenty-four hundred men to offer for 
duty on the Mexican border or else­ 
where. 
With a normal peace footing 
of one regiment 
of 
infantry, 
two 
troops of cavalry, one company of v 
engineers, one signal corps company 
and two sanitary 
troops, 
totalling 
1,321 officers and 
men, 
the 
guard 
would be recruited to field service re­ 
quirements as quickly as 
possible 
and the entire command would entrain 
after a period of active training in the 
state, for the sphere of operations. 
The Oklahoma National Guard is 
commanded 
by 
Adjutant 
General 
Frank M. Canton, of Oklahoma City, 
staff headquarters. 
It is understood 
the war department 
has 
prepared 
plans for mobilization 
and 
recruit­ 
ment and all that would remain to be 
done should an order 
be 
received 
from Washington, calling the militia 
for service, would be to forward the 
necessary orders from here and the 
guard would be mobilized at once. 
On w ar footing, each of the com­ 
panies 
of 
infantry 
and 
cavalry— 
twelve of infantry and two of cavalry 
—is increased to a maximum strength 
of 150 men, similar in size to the reg­ 
ulars.
